“Time’s up now, Satterfield. We'll 
have to start in® minute.

The March of Doom. 


There is the clang of steel and the 
rattle of keys, the jangling of chains 
and hard metallic clangs in that jail, 
for the rest as still as the tomb. 
Some shuffling of feet and the pro- 
cession is on its way. In front walks 
a man with a Bible in his hand. 
Next comes Satterfield flanked by 
two deputies. Three other men fol- 
low behind. He walks like a soldier 
on parade, chin up, back straight, 
hands swinging. Then up the eleva- 
tor where the procession of death 
resumes its solemn measured tread. 


Round the steel corridor, with’ awful 
rhythmic staccato. One, two; one, 


two. All are in step. That’s the 
way they march into the death room. 

When Satterfield sees the men, doc- 
tors, witnesses, officers of the law 
and newspapermen ranged along the 
side with uncovered heads, he throws 
out his chest and his head goes up 
with a jerk. 

Now up the steps to the gallows. 
The sheriff and his assistants awzit 
him on top. Arrived on the gallows 
the men range themselves in a semi- 
circle and Satterfield looks around. 
His eyes rest for a moment on each 
face in turn. 

Looks Beyond Preacher. 

Somebody’ shakes hands with him 
and he smiles and bows. A sadly 
monotonous voice begins to read 
about a “Father's house with many 
mansions.” Satterfield folds his hands 
and listens. But his eyes seek the 
light of the window below him and 
he looks beyond ‘the preacher. 

There is just one ray of sunshiné 
piercing into that gloomy death cham- 
ber. Just one tiny ray from that 


great world bathed in light and free- 
dom and that one ray holds Satter- 
field spellbound. 

The preacher. is finished now and 
the sheriff asks Satterfield if he has 
anything to say. 

He begins to talk. He speaks with- 
out halting, without excitement and 
with quiet gestures. When he speaks 
of Christ dying on the cross, he

Just before the 
steel trap ~as sprung and before the 
black hood was placed over his head, 
tears streamed down his face when he 
spoke of his 17-year-old daughter, 
Elizabeth. That was the only sign of 
emotion the man has shown since he 
learned that the date for his execution 
had been fixed.

give up hope that some miraculous 
intervention would save his life. Not 
until that time when word was 
brought to him that the governor had 
refused a stay of execution for fn 
lunacy examinution, did be accept his 
fate and* begin preparations for death 
that was to come three hours later.

“Ship by ship, with the exception 
of our two oldest ships. our battle- | 
ships are of greater tonnage, carry | 
more or heavier guns, and are more 
heavily armored than’ the _ present 
British ships, Their speed, however, 
ix somewhat less than’ that of the 
‘ritish ships, and the same is true to 
a lesser extent in comparison with 
the battleships of Japan. 

“The battle cruisers of both Eng- 
lena and Japan carry heavy guns and 
ate much faster than our battleships; 
but. as they are fiot heavily arm- 
ored, in actual battle with guns of an 
equal range this class of ships could 
not stand up against a battleship.” 

Hale said that numerous reports 
which have been circulated about the 


“deplorable” condition of the fleet are 


unfounded. He approves, huwever, of 
Wilbur’s recommendations, and ‘said 
that if the legislation were not en- 
acted at this session, it would be at 
the first of next. The appropria- 
tions, he said, would not be available 
at any rate until next year.

FUND ALLOTMENT | 


FOR GEORGIA USE 


Washington, May 23.—(Special.)— 
Large additional appropriations for 
Georgia, beyond those made by the 
house, are included in the agricultural 
department appropriations bill passed 
by the senate Friday. 

The appropriation for purchase of 
national forest lands in northeast 
Georgia Was increased from $600,000 
to $1,000,000 at the instance of Sen- 
ator Harris. It also carries $50,000 
additional for developing a method of 
cheaper production of calcium arse- 
nate; $5,500 more for an investigation 
as to the best methods of peach can- 
ning and packing at Fort Valley; 
$5,000 for the Georgia coastal plain 
experiment station at Tifton for to- 
bacco culture and $10,000 additional! 
appropriation under the federal ware- 
house act to investigate the matter 
of extending storage facilities to pe- 
cans and Georgia cane syrup. 

Senator Harris, who secured the ad-

THE PULLMAN SURCHARGE. 
The senate has approved an 
amendment to the interstate com- 


merce act abolishing the Pullman 


surcharge authorized by the com- 
: mission in 1920. 

The law authorizing the commis- 
sion to permit the imposition of this 


additional tax upon travelers provid- 
ed that the commission could, at its 
discretion, and as soon as the rail- 
roads were again upon their feet, 
recommend its repeal. 

The commission has been con- 
ducting hearings to this end recent- 
ly, but has not yet made its recom- 
mendations. In the meantime, fac- 
ing early adjournment, the senate 
has acted in the premises and sent 
its measure over to the house 
where, it is hoped, it will be passed. 

The necessity for the surcharge, 
which is 50 per cent of the regular 
Pullman fare, and which accrues 
entirely to the carriers as an ad- 
ditional one-way passenger fare for 
all Pullman chair or sleeping car 
patrons, has long since been passed. 
It was imposed shortly after the 
roads were transferred from govern- 
ment to original private operation, 
and was intended purely as 2 sub- 
sidy, to be paid by travelers, in or- 
der to help the roads regain their 
pre-war financial status. 

The- gross from this surcharge 
alone is around $37,000,000 a year, 
and though the roads, as a whole, 
are in better financial condition 
than they were in the beginning of 
1917, with business greater than 
ever before in their history, they 
have fought the repeal of the meas- 
ure. This is not unnatural, but the

war taxes of one kind and another, 
very justly feel that this tax should 
be lifted. They were promised that 
it would be lifted as soon as the 
financial conditions of the roads 
warranted, and that time has long 
Since passed.

KEEP THE VALVES CLEAN. 

Although it is impossible to grind 
the heart valves smooth again wher 
they've become roughened or distorted 
and leaky as a result of a past endo 
carditis (inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the heart), such dam- 
aged yalves do not mean scrapping 
the engine. Sometimes they actyally 
wear smooth again in the course of a 
few years—yes, they certainly do, 
though I would not have admitted this 
until I saw it happen. But even though 
one subject to valvular leakage can- 
not expect any such extraordinary 
good fortune, the heart is a wonderful 
engine and as a general rule it has 
enough reserve power to compensate 
an ordinary leakage and maintain a 
fairly efficient circulation, provided 
the owner treats his heart right. 

At each contraction or beat the 
heart pumps something like three 
ounces of blood. Suppose the mitral 
valve is damaged and leaky—this is 
the valve between the left auricle and 
left ventricle, and is the one most fre- 
quently affected—and that a _back- 
ward leakage of a third of an ounce 
of blood occurs with ench beat. That 
leaves the general circulation shy a 
little over ten per centum of its regu- 
lar quota of blood, and a little defici- 
ency like that is scarcely perceptible 
until some extraordinary strain fallg 
on the heart, say an attack of pneu- 
monia or appendicitis or the onset. of 
chronic business prosperity. ‘The re- 
serye power of the hearé can readily 
absorb a moderate leakage, but, of 
course, such waste of power leaves 
the heart in poor condition to cope 
with a heavy strain of any kind, 

Any valvular leakage, under intelli- 
| gent management, will be automatic- 
ally compensated by an increased mus- 
cular development of the heart, so 
that each beat pumps something more 
than the normal ¢hree ounces of blood, 
enough more to make up for that 
which leaks back through the dam- 
aged valve. This is accomplished at 
‘the expense of the reserve power, 
however. There is a certain limit 
to th power of any heart; let us say 
the ordinary function of the heart 
uses power from A to E in quantity; 
then it has power from EF to K which 
it can fall back on in an emergency. 
From E to K is the reserve power. 
With a compensated valve leakage, 
the ordinary heart function draws on 
the power say from A to G, leaving 


|}a smaller reserve power H to K to 


depend on in emergencies. But it is 
possible to increase the reserve power 
of even the leaking heart by trgining, 
just as an athlete increases the gen- 
eral reserve power of his muscis (in- 
cluding the heart muscle itself) by 
training.

It°was a source of some sur- 
prise, therefore, that you should de- 
mand that Mrs. Coolidge ‘see that 
this case gets the review that it 
should. The wife of the president 
has not, and should not, have any 
part in these matters, and the en- 
closures have therefore been brought 
to the attention of the attorney gen- 
eral, where they properly belong.” 

Representative Fitzgerald apolo- 
gized, saying the English queen re- 
ceives such requests and refers them 
to the proper officials. 

“I acknowledge receipt of your re- 
buking letter of May 19 and note 
your resentment of my attempt to 
the request of some sympa- 
thetic veterans at the soldiers’ home, 
who had asked me to place their pe- 
tition for investigution of the case 
of an imprisoned woman yrrsonally 
in the hands of the wife of the 
president,” Fitzgerald wrote Clark.

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Murder of Hart Resulted 


From Quarrel Over Estate 


J. B. Satterfield, who 
Friday, was convicted in Fulton 
county superior court in August, 
1923, and sentenced to hang for the 
murder of R. H. Hart, his brother- 


in-law, in December, 1921. 

The killing followed a quarrel be- 
tween the two men over the adminis- 
tration of the estate of NSatterfield’s 
deceased wife, which had been placed 
in the hands of Hart, according 
to testimony at the trial. Hart was 
slain as he crouched behind a counter 
in a small candy shop near his home, 
having been chased from his home 
by Satterfield, records show. 

Satterfield’s dissatisfaction over 
the way Hart handled the estate of 
his wife resulted in ill-feeling  be- 
tween the two men and was given as 
the chief cause which led up to the 
quarrel which resulted in Hart's 
death. Following the death: of Sat- 
terfield’s wife in a Florida city, and 
after Hart, her brother, had been 
named exeeutor of the estate, NSat- 
terfield moved to Californla. Hart 
came to Atlanta. 

Returns to 

During Christmas week in 1921, 
Satterfield returned to Atlanta and 
went to the home of Hart to discuss 
matters concerning the estate, testi- 
mony showed. <A quarrel followed 
and Satterfield is said to have drawn 
a revolver from his ;wcket, and Hart, 
a cripple, ran from the house. 

Mrs. Hart and her two children 
grappled with Satterfield to prevent 
his giving pursuit. However, he 
broke away and chased 
man into a small candy shop nearby. 
Hart tried to hide behind a counter 
in the shop and as he crouched in a 
corner, Satterfield poured a stream 
of bullets into his body, according to 
testimony at the trial. 

Satterfield escaped after the 
shooting, but remained in Atlanta 
several days, and while police were 
searching for him, he wrote a letter 
purporting to give his side of the 
slaying, He left the city and was at 
liberty more than a year. He ways

been responsible for their condition. 

Following his conviction in supe- 
rior court Satterfield ajmealed to the 
supreme court, which affirmed the 
death sentence. 

After he had been resentenced te 
hang on April 23, Satterfied, on the 
night of March 17, made a sensa- 
tional escape from the death cell in” 
Fulton county tower. However, he 
was recaptured the same day by twe 
citizens in a wooded section on the 
outskirts of Atlanta. 

It has never been known how Sat. 
terfield managed to get out of the 
steel cage and he refused to tell 
from whom he obtained the saws he 
used to cut the bars of a window in- 
the corridor of the jail. Although a ~ 
special guard had been placed to 
watch him, his escape was not dis-- 
covered until the next morning. A~ 
reward of $2,000 was paid his cap-. 
tors. " 

Dramatic Statement. 

When he was brought before the 
judge for resentencing, Satterfield. 
made a dramatic and lengthy state-- 
ment in the court room, He declared * 
that the ghost of his daughter, whe 
had committed suicide after his ar- 
rest, haunted him and beckoned him 
on.

Largest Stadium in Dixie; 
Work To Be Started Monday 


Contracts by which Grant field, 
Georgia Tech’s athletic battleground, 
will be transformed into the largest 


stadium in the south, were let yes- 
terday by the Tech Athletic associa- 
tion. The contracts call for concrete 
stands with a_ seating capacity of 
} 000, to be erected directly opposite 
the present stands, which will seat 
about 5,000 people. 

While the tmount involved in the 
contracts was not officially announced 
it is believed that the contracts call 
for expenditure of argund $75,000. 

The contracts were let to the con- 
firm of Griffin & Hodges, 
which is virtually owned by two for- 
mer Tech men. 

Last year at the Tech-Auburn foot- 
ball game, which provides the largest 
crowd annually at Grant field, ap- 
proximately 24,000 people were seated 


wooden stands in front of the perma- 
nent seats and bleachers. 

With the new concrete stands and 
wooden auxiliary seats, it is esti- 
mated that 40,000 people can be ac- 
commodated on completion of the new 
stands. 

Work will start Monday on the 
new concrete stands. Considerable ex- 
cavation will be necessary to provide 
*® firm foundation for the construction. 
The contracts, as let by the associa- 
tion, call for completion of the work 
by September 15 next. 

With the present stands Grant field 
has the largest seating capacity of 
any college or university in the south, 
with the exception of Vanderbilt. The 
new concrete construction will give 
Tech the largest stadium of its kind 
anywhere south of the Mason-Dixon 
line.
